the Watergate political espionage 
defendants pleaded guilty today, 
leaving only two of the original seven 
defendants at trial. 


The guilty plea was entered by a new 


court appointed attorney of Bernard L. 
Barker, Eugenio R. Martinez, Frank A. 
Surgis, Virgilio R. Gonzalez, all from 
the Miami area. 


The plea brought to five the total 


number of defendants who have with- 
drawn, from the trial since it opened a 
week ago. I,ast Wednesday, former 
White House consultant E. Howard Hunt 
pleaded guilty to all charges. 


The exit of four more defendants, 


leaving only two at the once crowded 
defense table, raised serious questions 
as to whether the trial could continue. 


Gerald Alch, attorney for one of the 


remaining defendants, James W. Mc- 
Cord Jr., said before court opens that he 
would seek a mistrial if the guilty pleas 
were offered, claiming the jury would 
conclude, even though it wouldn't be 
told, that the others had admitted guilt. 
The other remaining defendant is G. 
Gordon Liddy. 


The new guilty pleas were offered by 


court-appointed attorney Al Newmeyer, 
in lieu of New York Lawyer Henry B. 
Rothblatt, who had represented the four 


through the first week of trial but had 
refused to have them plead guilty. 


Like Hunt, the four were required to 


plead guilty to all of the counts against 
them.

The high court in a brief order 


without dissent agreed to hear the 
government's appeal of a decision by 
the U.S. Circuit Court here requiring 
federal enforcement of a policy of 
"nondegradation" of clean air. 


In other action today, the Court 


agreed to consider a New York law that 
requires people who receive federal 
welfare aid to register with the state for 
work; to rule on the proposed con- 
solidation of the mostly black schools 
at Richmond, Va., with two adjoining 
white suburban systems, and to con- 
aider the plea of 72-year-old philosophy 
Prof. Paul Weiss that Fordham Univer- 
sity had discriminated against him 
solely on the basis of age. 


The Environmental Protection 


Agency was poised in November to 
reluctantly issue regulations to comply 
with the decision when the high court 
blocked its effect pending appeal. 


Environmentalists set out to protect 


those areas with air cleaner than that 
required by federal standards, but the 
government claimed the effect will be to 
hamper economic development and 
make the task of lessening pollution 
elsewhere more difficult.

"This action was not an element of the 


negotiations," he said.

from Hanoi —"tacit recognition" of the 
Saigon government and acceptance of a 
"temporary miltary and political 
demarcation line in Vietnam at the 17th 
Parallel." 


Wagner said the word "temporary"' 


was described by his sources as a face- 
saving measure for the North Viet- 
namese.

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New procedure could double gas prices

WASHINGTON (AP) - Natural gas 


bills, which have already ballooned by a 
third or more during the past five years, 
are destined to swell even faster if 
producers take advantage of a new 
pricing procedure created by federal 
regulators. 


As a measure of what the future could 


hold for consumers, three producers in 
the vital offshore Louisiana field have 
asked for an immediate 73-percent price 
increase and want further annual 
increases which would drive their prices 


to twice present levelswithin seven 
years. 


Behind the new pricing procedure is a 


nationwide gas shortage. For the first 
time last year, the demand for natural 
gas exceeded the supply. Producers and 
the Federal Power Commission contend 
higher prices are necessary to lure 
untapped sources of gas onto the 
market. 


The results for the price increases are 


the first major ones under the new FPC 
procedure called optional pricing. 


These requests are crucial because 


the offshore Louisiana fields now ac- 
count for a third of the nation's natural 


gas supply and the producers applying 
to the FPC for higher rates have 
promised other hikes will follow if the 
increases are granted. 


Tenneco Oil. one of the applicants, 


said approval will indicate to the gas- 
producing industry that the FPC will 
allow new gas sales at rates "based on 
economic factors including the cost of 
alternatives." 


The other applicants are Texaco and 


Belco Petroleum Co.

pricing in the courts charge it is certain 
to produce windfall pro/its for 
producers. Such opponents as the 


American Public Gas Association have 
accused the FPC of failing to investigate 
whether the present gas shortage is an 
industry creation aimed nt eliciting 
higher prices.'

The Louisiana applications seek

The commission 
computes how much it costs to produce 
the gas and adds what it considers a 
reasonable profit return of about 15 per 
cent.

Try a little exercise 
instead of protein pills

Dear Dr. Thosteson: My husband and 


I were interested in taking a protein 
supplement because we felt maybe our 
diet was lacking in it. So we went to a 
health food store and the man sold us a 
large bottle (for $2.19) of protein from 
soy beans. He told us to take "around 30 
a day — to do any good." That seems 
like a lot to us. 


My husband is 27 and I am 30. We 


take a multiple vitamin with iron every 
day but that is all in the way of pills. 
While neither of us feels ill, we do feel 
like we could and should have more 
energy. 


As an example, for dinner last night 


we had halibut, com, mashed potatoes 
and milk. Both of us are trim, we get 
plenty of sleep, but do not get enough 
exercise. Couli* this be the key, and not 
lack of protein? I thought our diet was 
fine until I read in a magazine that if 
your diet is lacking in protein it can be 
like a "hidden disease" —you never feel 
sick but never really good. — Mrs. 
S.R.K. 


Taking your example meal, you are 


getting plenty of protein. Two servings 
of protein a day (meat, fish, cheese, 
eggs) won't starve you for protein, and 
if at breakfast you have some bacon or 
an egg, that's some extra protein. 
Cereals and milk add a bit more. 


The idea that a normal person needs 


pills or food supplements to be healthy 
is a fad. I can't see any evidence that the 
pill poppers and health food devotees 
are healthier than anyone else. 


It's true that soy beans are very rich 


in protein as vegetables go — since few 
vegetables have large amounts of pro- 
tein, although nuts have a good deal. 


So I have grave doubts that popping 


30 pills a day is going to do anything for 
you, and the amount of protein would 
not be large. The $2.19 spent on poultry, 
eggs, fish or cheese — or on meat, 
unless you insist on the expensive cuts 
— would give you more protein per 
dollar. 


It's true that a diet really deficient in 


protein can make you sluggish and not 
up to par, but a genuinely protein 
deficient diet is not likely in an average 
household. In a very poor one, perhaps 


between the "dollar princess" and the

yes, with people filling up on spaghetti, 
macaroni or such starchy dishes, and 
not adding protein in the form of meat 
sauce, meat balls, cheese sauce, etc. 


And among elderly folks, some get in 


the habit of eating soft, "easy" foods, 
and only enough to satisfy appetite 
because they can't chew meat or don't 
want to take the trouble of fixing any of 
the multiple good forms of protein. I'll 
repeat the main ones again: Lean meat, 
fish, eggs, cheese, poultry, plus some in 
cereals, milk, nuts, and in a few vege- 
tables of the pea and bean family. 


At your age. lack of exercise can 


leave you feeling a bit droopy, and the 
upper 20s and early 30s is a good time to 
get back into the habit of some brisk 
exercise. Bowling, biking, hiking, 
swimming, 
chopping 
wood, 


calisthenics, just about any kind of 
exercise is good for you and makes you 
feel alive. 


Try the exercise instead of the pills 


for a few weeks. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: What is wrong 


with using hot tap water instead of cold 
for cooking or boiling? It is quicker for 
me to boil a kettle of water for instant 
coffee, but I have been told that this is 
unhealthy.—F.C. 


I don't know anything unhealthy 


about it. What difference whether the 
water is heated in the hot water heater 
or in the kettle? It's an old notion which 
so far as I can determine has no basis in 
fact.

Heart Wafch vs. cardiovascular ills

An effort at combating the sources of 


cardiovascular diseases — including 
heart attacks and strokes — is begin- 
ning in Outagamie County through a 
new. unique program known as Heart 
Watch. 


The plans for what basically will be a 


community education program were 
unveiled last week at a meeting of 
approximately 20 medical, hospital and 
other professional personnel from 
throughout the county. They will con- 
stitute the Heart Watch Board. 


The purpose of the program, accord- 


ing to one of its originators, Dr. Jack 
Anderson, an Appleton internist, will be 
to alert the public to the causes of 
atherosclerosis, a disease involving the 
blockage of blood vessels — the major 
cause of strokes and heart attacks. 
There also will be special emphasis on 


warning the public of the dangers and 
problems of hiph blood pressure. 


Heart Watch, which will be a coun- 


tywide effort, will represent and be 
financially supported by the Wisconsin 
Heart Association. It already has been 
endorsed by the Outagamie County 
Medical Society. 


Its implementation will be tied in 


with the local heart fund drive 
scheduled to begin in February. 


Initially, a headquarters for Heart 


Watch will be established in space 
provided at St. Elizabeth Hospital. 
More permanent .quarters eventually 
may be established elsewhere, the 
board was told. Citizen volunteers and 
others in the medical and health fields 
will coordinate the education efforts 
through that office. 


"It is a known fact that illnesses of 


the cardiovascular system, primarily 
atherosclerosis, account for about 54 
per cent of all the deaths in the U.S.." 


Anderson said. "It is our No. 1 killer, 
having an incidence abcut three times 
greater than that of cancer. Thousands 
of persons also develop serious 
disabilities 
secondary 
to 


atherosclerosis." 


Other 
figures 
indicate 
that 


approximately one million persons die 
each year in the United States from 
cardiovascular diseases, giving this 
country the second highest rate in the 
world. These diseases increasingly 
strike persons prematurely, during 
their younger, more productive years. 


It is primarily at these persons that 


Heart Watch will aim, telling them 
there is something they can do now to 
prevent a heart attack in the future. 


Basically. Heart Watch is expected to 


focus on eight risk factors that appear 
to be causes of cardiovascular diseases. 
The factors include obesity, diabetes, 
heredity, high cholesterol, lack of exer- 
cise, cigarette smoking, prolonged ten-

sion and high blood pressure. The 
program will attempt to use the media 
and other educational methods to alert 
persons of these risks. It may even- 
tually provide screening programs in 
the community to help determine po- 
tential heart attack and stroke victims. 


"A community effort of this nature is 


in «ine with the increasing emphasis in 
medical schools and the federal 
government on preventing diseases 
before expensive medical treatment 
becomes necessary. As. we see it. 
•prevention* is rapidly becoming the 
key word in the medical field." Ander- 
son said. 


Although the blueprint for Heart 


Watch has not definitely been es- 
tablished, the new program is expected 
to operate in several important areas: 


— A clearing house can be es- 


tablished where the public can obtain 
information on heart disease and its 
prevention. Printed information and 


audiovisual materials could be made 
available there for use throughout the 
community. 


— A dietary consultation service 


could be arranged regarding weight 
. control and lowering of cholesterol 
intake through proper diet. Patients 
could attend special sessions upon the 
recommendation of their physicians. 


— A speakers bureau, primarily 


composed of physicians, nurses and 
other qualified personnel, could be 
arranged for presentations to groups. 


— Informational programs for the 


schools could be set up to emphasize 
the importance of exercise, a good diet 
and the harmful effects of smoking. The 
object is to reach youngsters at an age 
when they actually are prone to adopt 
bad health habits. 


— Eventually a screening program 


among employes of various industries 
could be 8*ranged to alert individuals to 
the risk factors. 


Hit by train 


Oneida bridge 
referendum 
again pushed 


While Appleton officials await a 


planner's report on local bridge and 
traffic needs, agitation has revived 
itself at City Hall for a spring referen- 
dum to test public sentiment toward 
the proposed high-level Oneida Street 
bridge. 


The report was due at the end of 


December, but is being held up to be 
coordinated with the state-directed 
traffic survey begun under the old Fox 
Valley Council of Governments for the 
entire valley. 


The state study is expected to be 


completed this week, including among 
other items computerized predictions 
of traffic pressure on all valley 
thoroughfares through the end of the 
century. 


The Appleton bridge and traffic 


study, being prepared by Harland 
Bartholomew & Associates urban 
planners, is expected to be completed 
within about two weeks, according to 
Appleton Planning Director Jack Hetu. 


Hetu said the Harland Bartholomew 


study is being delayed in order "to 
state's projections and our own." 


If the local report is presented within 


the two-week period Hetu estimates, it 
would be about a month behind the 
timetable given the council when 
Harland Bartholomew was hired. At 
that time, a year-end, 1972, completion 
date was given. 


The city council authorized the study 


as a means of gathering the basic in- 
formation voters will need to assess the 
need for the new bridge. The study also 
is intended to serve as one of several 
elements in an updated citywide 


comprehensive plan, with the other 
elements to be updated later. 


The delay in receiving the report does 


not yet put a time squeeze on the hopes 
of some aldermen for a spring referen- 
dum. It is generally assumed the 
referendum would be of the advisory 
sort, which is relatively easy to place on 
the ballot, compared with more 
complicated legal requirements for a 
binding referendum. 


City Clerk Elden Broehm said he 


could include an advisory referendum 
question on the Aoril ballot up to two 
weeks before the election date, April 3. 


Mayor James Sutherland said today 


he intends to present his recommenda- 
tions to the council "in the near future, 
as to how we should proceed on the 
question of the bridge," including 
whether he favors a referendum. 


He said the phrase, "how we should 


proceed" is important, including a 
referendum as a possible option but not 
necessarily favoring it or ruling out 
other possibilities. 


He said it is possible that the traffic 


study might show, for instance, that the 
bridge is not an important priority item 
at present, which would make a 
referendum unnecessary. 


While the mayor did not say how 


soon he would make his recommenda- 
tions, he said they might be ready in 
time for Wednesday night's regular 
meeting of the city council. 


He also said he is withholding any 


position in favor of the bridge or 
against it until the results of the study 
are in.

Consolidated submits abatement schedule 


Consolidated Papers. Inc.. has sub- 


mitted its pollution abatement schedule 
for its Appleton plant to the U.S. En- 
vironmental Protection Agency (EPA). 
If certain conditions don't work out. 
the firm agrees to close the plant by 
March 1.1974. 


However, William R. Durdell, Apple- 


ton plant manager, said he was op- 
timistic the first of three conditions — 
testing the feasibility of Consolidated's 
waste being treated by Appleton ex 
panded treatment plant — would be 
successrul. He said the tests would 
begin Feb. 15 and take no more than 
three months. 


The other two conditions that must 


he met before Consolidated will decide 


to keep the plant open ai 2 that St. Regis 
Paper Co., Rhinelander. will contract to 
buy its pulp and that Condolidated will 
be assured it won't have to pay a 
proportion of the capital costs for the 
plant addition. 


Durdell said today the latier two 


conditions still haven't been resolved. 
He noted that one problem is that St. 
Regis apparently is hesitant to shut 
down its own pulp mill until it has a 
sure alternate source of pulp. 


There were questions raised at rcccni 


joint EPA-State Department of Natural 
Resource (DNR) meetings with Con- 
solidate about whether the Wisconsin 
Rapids-based firm could escape paying 
the capital cost under new federal 
requirements. 


At the most recent meeting, Con-r 


solidated w>x given until today to sub- 
mit a final detailed compliance program 
under the pressure of the DNR 
abatement orders, coming due June 30. 
1972. and the EPA 180-day notice, 
which ordered the firm and others to 
come up with an acceptable schedule 
by this spring. 


Consolidated has asked that EPA and 


DNR officials respond to the program 
schedule by Feb. 1. 


Durdell said the program schedule 


submitted indicates the company 
would be able to to make a decision by 
Sept, 1 whether to stay open. It needs 
six month.'; after that decision to phase 
out the operation, if it is to close, he 
added. 


If the EPA and DNR don't accept t)»e

program, the Appleton plant conceiva- 
bly could close this summer. And if the 
trcatability studies prove negative, it 
could be closed next fall, according to 
timetables and conditions the company 
has outlined.

IOSHKOSH —Concrete commitment 


of revenue sharing funds received by 
Winnebago County probably won't be 
miade until the middle of the year when 
the financial picture of two major 
projects is brought into clearer focus, 
Orrin King, county board chairman, 
sajd today. 


King said he was referring to the 


additional local share of the tab of the 
Little Lake Butte des Morts bridge 
project the county will have to pick up 
(tentatively estimated at $900,000,) and 
the remodeling costs of the county 
mental hospital, placed at between 
$500,000 to one million dollars because 
of stiffer federal safety regulations. 


The county in previous years bud- 


geted funds in excess of one million 
dollars for the bridge project, which it 
initially appropriated by floating a 
bond issue several years ago. 


Winnebago County was one of 13 


state counties, according to the Public 
Expenditure Survey of Wisconsin, 
which did not use the revenue sharing 
funds to reduce the county tax levy. 


A bid opening has been set for April 


on the bridge project, on which the city 
and town of Menasha shall also par- 
ticipate financially. The county must 
pick up the complete tab on the 


remodeling of the county mental insti- 
tution, a remodeling prompted by 
tighter federal regulations for fire pro- 
tection and other measures. 


Two checks, totaling $680.000, have 


been received, county Auditor M. H. 
Mprrissette said today. They represent 
reimbursements for the last-half of 1972 
under the federal revenue sharing 
program. 


Through December of the current 


year, Morrissette said, the county can 
expect to receive three more revenue 
sharing checks. These would represent 
payments for the first three quarters of 
the calendar year, he said. A final 
check, taking into account the last 
three months of 1973, would be 
received in 1974, he said. 


King said the county has been ad- 


vised that the checks received in 1973, 
will be five per cent higher — about 
$35,000 —than those it got for 1972. 


Using the figure of $178.500 then, as 


the quarterly allotment to the county, 
one arrives at an end-of-the-year 
revenue sharing total of $1,215,500. 
This includes the $680.000 already 
received. By the time the last check 
arrives in April, 1974, revenue sharing 
funds to the county would have totaled 
$1,394.000. 


Director to be named 
for Title III project 


NEENAH —Though no name has yet 


been released by school officials! it 
looks as though a Title III project 
director is only 24 hours away from 
being selected. 


The project's nucleus committee has 


apparently settled on one man and he's 
due in Neenah Tuesday to cither accept 
or reject the job. If he accepts, he'll be 
on the job next Monday. Starting date 
was supposed to be today, however the 
job of screening applicants proved 
larger than expected and the holidays 
also delayed proceedings. 


The director, who must meet with 


school board approval, will be directly 
responsible to the school administra- 
tion and to the board. His job will be a 
big one — that of coordinator and 
overseer of the three-year project 
aimed at expanding the Armstrong 
campus into the community. The 
Neenah Project, by which it ha's come 
to be known, will use community 
resources as a vital p;irt of a student's 
education. 


The director's first task will be the 


selection of a Commission of Education 
in the Community (CEC). He and Oscar 
Mussman. director of secondary 
education, and Armstrong principal 
James Cole will select six citizens, six 
students and six faculty members to sit 
on the CEC. Cole ;md Mussman will 


also be members of the group and the 
project director will chair the commis- 
sion. 


The CEC will be responsible for 


keeping citizens, faculty and students 
informed of project developments. 
Members will be directly responsible to 
the project director. 


The director will also be immediately 


involved in selection of students, ci- 
tizens and faculty to serve on four other 
committees. By March, he and the 
nucleus committee, a cary over group 
from the project's planning stages, will 
have selected about 36 persons to serve 
on 
communications, 
curriculum 


improvement, development day and 
faculty committees. 


Record-keeping will be a major job of 


the director during the three-year term. 
It will involve making assessments of 
the degree of community understand- 
ing and involvement in the project and 
reporting accomplishment of objec- 
tives. 


The director will be hired on a year to 


year basis since the project is funded in 
such a way. A first year operational 
grant of $74.000 was approved in mid 
December, but the project will have to 
receive favorable evaluation when the 
year is out if it is to receive second year 
funding.

Although the $28 million is a huge, 


almost incomprehensible amount, it 
drops considerably 
when federal 


money offsets about 80 per cent of it. 
bringing the local financial respon- 
sibility down to $5.6 million. 


Tonight, city fathers from both cities 


will meet to hear a total breakdown of 
where the money')) be spent and at- 
tempt to find out how each city is going 
to finance its share. 


According to the Consoer-Townsend 


report, the local financing is split about 
60 per cent Neenah and 40 per cent 
Menasha. 


This means that Menasha will have 


to find about $2,234,400, and Neenah. 
with its greater effluent contribution, 
will be expected to scrape up $3,365,600. 


So, as with the family, faced with a 


major home improvement or purchas- 
ing a new car to replace the old buggy 
which just won't run anymore, the two 
cities are going to have to borrow the 
money to pay the contractors as the 
plans and specifications are trans- 
formed to bricks and mortar and 
equipment to treat the sewage. 


How and where to finance is the 


problem facing both cities, especially 
with other municipal needs like streets, 
sewers, fire and police protection 
pressing to the forefront. 


Municipalities have three alterna- 


tives to borrow money. They are: 


—Selling a general obligation bond 


issue which is underwritten and usually 
repaid from the tax levy. 


—Selling a revenue bond issue which 


is paid back from money collected for a 
specific purpose such as the sewer user 
fee. 


—Short term loans through local 


banks, paid for from general city 
revenue but usually for small amounts 
or taken out to pay off a bill which will 
be bonded for later. 


Since the amounts of money in- 


volved with the sewage treatment plant 
are too much to finance through short 
term loans, both cities are looking at 
bonding. 


Cities are limited by state law as to 


how much debt can be outstanding in 
bond issues. However, the revenue 
bonds, because of the method of 
repayment, aren't counted against a 
city's debt limit.

Bui, as the revenue bond doesn't 


have the backing of the city tax levy, 
the interest cost usually run about one 
half to three quarters of a per cent 
higher. Over the 20 or 25-year life of the 
bond issue, this means thousands of 
dollars. 


The C&T report points out that to 


finance the new plant. Menasha would 
be paying an estimated $199.890 each 
year. This is based on an interest rate of 
5!4 per cent over 25 years. 


Neenah's annual cost would be 


$270.055, based on 5 per cent over 20 
years of the general obligation bond 
issue. 


Added to already existing bonds and 


debts for the sewage plant, the annual 
repayment for both cities is estimated 
at $585,926. an amount which is 
negated via the sewer user fee to pay off 
the bond issues. Neenah is leaning 


toward y general obligation issue 
because it has sufficient cushion in its 
limit. 


Menasha. however, isn't in that posi- 


tion and has pretty well decided that 
revenue bonds are the way to go 
because the $2.2 million would put it 
much too close to its debt limit. 


Today. Mayor Roman V. Hauser in- 


dicated that he was investigating the 
"advantages of each type of bond is- 
sue" implying that revenue 'bonds may 
have to be the route of Neenah as well. 


One factor in this decision is how 


many other municipal projects will be 
financed through borrowing. One is the 
$800,000 interceptor sewer that the 
sewerage commission has decided will 
be paid for by Neenah. Others are 
streets which must be paved and clear 
water separation.

MADISON —A rewriting of the state 


code regulating the drilling of wells is 
one of the goals of the state Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources in the new 
legislature. 


The bill that will be jointly presented 


by the department and the well drillers' 
-trade association will refine the licens- 
ing requirements by creating new 
license classifications and provide that 
the well driller be responsible for the 
securing of all the permits that other 
regulations require for the construction 
of a private well. 
; The measure also will propose to 
;bring under the licensing and regula- 
•tion law those persons who install the 
Idriven point wells, usually used in light 
;soil regions and elsewhere where the 
•water table is higher than in most of the 
.state. 
; A principal purpose of their licensing 
;would be to require reports of such 
•drilling activities to be filed with the

WASHINGTON (AP) -The Supreme 


Court today agreed to review a lower 
court order forbidding pollution of clean 
air. 


The high court in a brief order 


without dissent agreed to hear the 
government's appeal of a decision by 
the U.S. Circuit Court here requiring 
federal enforcement of a policy of 
"nondegradation" of clean air. 


In other action today, ihe Court 


agreed to consider a New York law that 
requires people who receive federal 
welfare aid to register with the state for 
work; to rule on the proposed con- 
solidation of the mostly black schools 
at Richmond, Va., with two adjoining 
white suburban systems, and to con- 
sider the plea of 72-year-old philosophy 
Prof. Paul Weiss that Fordham Univer- 
sity had discriminated against him 
solely on the basis of age. 


The Environmental Protection 


Agency was poised in November to 
reluctantly issue regulations to comply 
with the decision when the high court 
blocked its effect pending appeal. 


Environmentalists se* ->ut to protect 


those areas with air cleaner than that 
required by federal standards, but the 
government claimed the effect will be to 
hamper economic development and 
make the task of lessening pollution 
elsewhere more difficult. 


Under the Clean Air Amendments of 


1970, EPA has established air quality 
standards setting limits on the permis- 
sible levels of pollutants. 


One set of -»»ndards, designed to 


protect human health, must be achieved 
by 1975. No time limit has been set on a 
second, more stringent set of standards 
to protect animals, plants, property and 
the environment. 


"States should have the option of 


expanding economic development into 
under developed areas, so long as 
federal primary and secondary stan- 
dards are not exceeded," the govern- 
ment argued. 


Four environment groups sued 


Ruckelshaus last May, contending the 
law's stated purpose to "protect and 
enhance" air quality means air quality 
must not be degraded.

Pans at some point in the relatively 
near future." 


Asked if North Vietnam had agreed to 


scale down its military operations in 
South Vietnam in return for Nixon's 
military concession, Ziegler said the 
White House had no information to in- 
dicate any change in Hanoi's military 
strategy. 


"This action was not an element of the 


negotiations," lie said. 


Ziegler did say Hanoi was aware that

Cease-fire possible 
this week, CBS says 


NEW YORK (AP) -A CBS television 


reporter said today that "highly reliable 
palace sources in Saigon" expect all 
parties concerned in the Vietnam war to 
sign an agreement on a cease-fire "as 
early as this week." 


Richard Wagner, the network's' 


Saigon correspondent, also said the 
sources told him that South Vietnam 
President Nguyen Van Thieu will accept 
the agreement ''after making a few 
superficial changes to suggest that he 
took an active part in the drafting of the 
accords." 


Gen. Alexander M. Haig Jr.. President 


Nixon's representative now en route to 
Saigon, was said to be carrying an 
updated version of a draft agreement 
that Ellsworth Bunker, the U.S. am- 
bassador to South Vietnam, presented 
to Thieu on Saturday. 


The draft agreement, Wagner said, 


contains two significant concessions 
from Hanoi —"tacit recognition" of the 
Saigon government and acceptance of a 
"temporary miltary and political 
demarcation line in Vietnam at the 17th 
Parallel." 


Wagner said the word "temporary" 


was described by his sources as a face- 
saving measure for the North Viet- 
namese. 


In addition. Wagner said in a report 


on the "CBS Morning News with John 
Hart," the sources told him that Hanoi 
has agreed to allow several thousand 
persons on the International Control 
Commission to supervise the cease-fire, 
rather than the few hundred it had 
previously insisted upon.

New procedure could double gas prices

WASHINGTON (AP) - Natural gas 


bills, which have already ballooned by a 
third or more during f.he past five years, 
are destined to swell even faster if 
producers take advantage of a new 
pricing procedure created by federal 
regulators. 


Asa measure of what the future could 


hold for consumers, three producers in 
the vital offshore Louisiana field have 
asked for an immediate 73-percent price 
increase and want further annual 
increases which would drive their prices 


to twice present levels within seven 
years. 


Behind the new pricing procedure is a 


nationwide gas shortage. For the first 
time last year, the demand for natural 
gas exceeded the supply. Producers and 
the Federal Power Commission contend 
higher prices are necessary to lure 
untapped sources of gas onto the 
market. 


The results for the price increases are 


the first major ones under the new FPC 
procedure culled optional pricing. 


These requests an- crucial because 


the offshore Louisiana fields now ac- 
count for a third of the nation's natural 


gas supply and the producers applying 
to the FPC for higher rates have 
promised other hikes will follow if the 
increases are granted. 


Tenneco Oil. one of the applicants, 


said approval will indicate to the gas- 
producing industry that the FPC will 
allow new gas sales at rates "based on 
economic factors including the cost of 
alternatives." 


The other applicants are Texaco and 


Belco Petroleum Co. 


Opponents challenging optional 


pricing in the courts charge it is certain 
to produce windfall pro.fits for 
producers. Su<h opponents as the 


American Public Gas Association have 
accused the FPC of failing to investigate 
whether the present gas shortage is an 
industry creation aimed at eliciting 
higher prices. 


These assertions are denied by 


producers and the FPC. 


Besides the gas association, a com- 


bine of municipal gas companies, the 
opponents include Consumers Union 
and 21 socalled Concerned Congress- 
men, headed bv Rep. John K. Moss, 
D-Calif.

prices charged by interstate gas" 
pipelines.

Beer ? No fanks 


The heart of the old George Walter Brewing Co. 


is gone. 


The old wooden tanks used for aging and fer- 


menting beer in the heyday of the now-closed 
brewery have been removed by workmen from 
Canton Wood Products Co., Canton, Ohio, for 
refurbishing and resale to pickle factories and 
wineries. 


The wooden tanks, some dating back to pre 


Prohibition days, were considered "so important" 
by the old brewmasters, said Roland Marx, who 
had been general manager of the brewery before it 
closed last spring. In recent years, metal tanks had 
replaced them. 


The giant tanks, made of oak, Cyprus and red- 


wood, were removed "stave by stave through the 
window" by workmen from the Ohio company, he 
said. The last of the 11 wooden tanks was removed 
Thursday. 


The tanks, a full 2.5 inches thick, ranged from a 


capacity of 70 to 200 barrels of beer. The newest 
ones dated back to 1938, and some of the older 
ones had been refurbished in 1933, Marx said. 


The brewery had kept water in them since it 


closed to prevent them from drying out. 


Canton Wood Products also purchased 22 tanks 


from West Bend Lithia. another small brewery 
which closed last fall. Those tanks also were 
removed recently. 


Marx is one of three people on a special com- 


mittee named by the old Geo. Walter Brewing 
stockholders to sell the equipment of the brewery 
before the building is sold or razed. The other 
members are Walter Kottke, a stockholder, and 
Henry Rossmeissl, president of the firm. 


The brewery stopped production of Adlcr Brau 


and other products last March because of declin- 
ing beer sales. A group of Appleton and Eau Claire 


persons, headed by George M. Walter, president of 
Walter Brewing Co., Eau Claire, took over the 
Appleton brewery last March.2I for distribution of 
Walter's Beer out of the Appleton facility.

Improved highway safety is goal

WAUPACA — Steps to improve 


safety on all highways in Waupaca 
County were considered as the County' 
Commission on Highway Safety took a 
close look at the mounting number of 
traffic accidents this past year, the third 
year with 19 fatalities and some of the 
causes. 


A number of concerns surfaced. 


Should a doctor be at the scene of an 
accident to pronounce the fatally in- 
jured dead? Should a doctor be at the 
scene to attend the injured? Should the 
coroner be at serious accidents to take 
charge? Is the drinking driver the No. 1 
offender on the highway? How can the, 
drinking driver be removed /rom our 
highways? Is jail the place for the 
alcoholic and other drug user? 


Capt Jack Penney raised a number of 


these questions in his report. "In 19 of 
the fatal accidents which occurred last 
year, the coroner was present in two 
instances," Penney said. "The victims 
ware pronounced dead upon arrival at 
an'afea hospital or at a funeral home. I 


believe there is a statute which requires 
that a coroner take charge at all per- 
sonal injury accidents: I know they do 
this in other counties. 


"The officers in our department have 


first aid training, and within limits 
there are steps we can take, but I know 
that I would feel better if there was a 
doctor on the scene." the captain said. 
"Our men have their hands full at an 
accident, they know what they have to 
do, and we do our bcs' " 
the people 


involved. But the question lingers too 
often in our minds: Could we have done 
more?" 


Dr. Joseph W. Weber, New London 


physician, and commission member, 
brought the issue into direct focus. 
"You are talking about two things here: 
Are you asking to have a doctor at the 
scene to pronounce a person dead, or 
are you asking to have a doctor at the 
scene to take care of the seriously 
injured? 


"i have been under th? impression 


that the coroner was always at the 
scene and, if not, I think we should find 
out why not," he said. "In the matter of 


the seriously injured, let me say that I 
can do more for the injured person in 
the hospital than I could ever do out in 
the field. A better answer will be fully 
trained paramedic team, with fully 
equipped ambulance, responding to the 
call, taking care of the injured at the 
scene and en route to the hospital. 
Statistics show that this is the more 
successful method. 


"I do not know what is being done in 


other areas of the county, but New 
London now has in progress a program 
which will give a six-month paramedic 
training course for ambulance atten- 
dants and the ambulance will be fully 
equipped to handle emergencies like 
those we are talking about."

At present 
all physicians in Waupaca County are 
deputy coroners and Dr. Sam Salan is 
the elected county coroner. 


"The question reduces itself to what 


is best for the injured person." Sheriff 
Loran Frazier said. "Experience 
teaches many of us how to determine 
whether a person is living or dead, but 
the official word is not ou»" o issue. 
The answer may be in bcttt. training, 
better equipment, which the state can 
provide and is already in operation in 
the Madison and Milwaukee areas. We 
need it here as soon as we can get it." 


"Eleven vehicles were involved in 


last year's 17 fatal accidents (two of the 
19 were pedestrians) and five of the 
drivers had been drinking," Penney 
said. "Of the 804 accidents, up 100 from 
the 1971 total, I would say that more 
than 50 per cent of the drivers had been 
drinking." 


The initial judgment of whether or 


not a driver has been drinking, is made 
by the traffic officer, Ponney explained.

Serving two houses 'a hassle'

WASHINGTON (AP) - When Pat 


Schroeder moved to the capital last 
week with her husband and two small 
children, she had no idea that serving 
two houses—one in Congress and one in 
the suburbs—would be such a hassle. 


"Moving in, there are so many things 


to get squared away." said the freshman 
Democratic member of the House of 
Representatives from Denver. "School, 
furniture and carpets, draperies and 
curtain rods—these are the hassles 
most congressmen never have to cope 
with." 


"What with trying to open an office at 


the same time, it's pretty busy around 
here." Mrs. Schroeder said in an inter- 
view. "What the two of us need 
desperately is a wife." 


To whxh Jim. her husband, added: 
"I'm now in the role of wife. My 


commitments and job become secon- 
dary. It's like the husband who comes 
home and says, 'Dear, we've been 
transferred, and we have to move in a 
month.' I'm kind of in that role. 


"I've had to resign from a lot of things: 


my job. chairmanships, committees. 
That's perfectly all right, but now I have 
to find a job." 


Mrs. Schroeder is one of 14 women in 


Congress this term— and the only one 
with small children at home. The night 
after she took the oath of off ice, she was 
up until 4:30 a.m. with 2'/z-year-old 
Jamie, who had the flu. The next day she 
directed 6-year-old Scott to the school 
bus before leaving for work herself. 


The Schroeders moved from a 


rambling three-story house in Denver 
where Jim Schroeder could bicycle to 
work to a splitlevel brick house in 
Alexandria. Va.. a bedroom community 
across the Potomac from Washington. 
Boxes are piled high in the family room, 
still packed. A deer head lies on the floor, 
not yet mounted over the fireplace. 


Pat Schroeder directs guests to the 


back door—the new carpet is too large 
and keeps the front door from opening. 
At 32. she looks more like a college coed 
than a professional politician. 


"Campaigning can be more rigorous 


than the position," she said. "We 
thought for a long time, 'Do we really 
want to do this to our lives?' I thought, 
'Do I really want to become Denver's 
professional woman?'" 


The answer was yes. 
So Schroeder, 36, who ran for the 


Colorado legislature two years ago and 
lost by 42 votes, pitched in and helped 
Pat campaign. 


When she won, Schroeder gave up his
